One study， based on data 
collected in 1976，indicated that 
Lithe children of immigrants have 
LEEwer chronic health problems 
than do the children of native 
Americans， and that these immi- 
LEgiants children usually ”over- 
come their educational hahdicaps 
asinewcomers within a decade. 
The second study, conducted by 
essor Julian 工 . Simon of the 
Jniversity of Jilinois at Urbana- 
ie demonstrated that 让

and the immigrants take less in 
Pubjlic services and give back more 
ip taxes than native Americans. 

The .study also found that 
immigrants do not take a dispro- 
portionate amount of low-paying 
jobs，and_ impliedqd _ that “lower- 
income Workers do not suffer ip 
the long run by the entry of the 
immigrants,” according to Simon， 
He also found that immigrants do 
not represent a disproportionate 
number of welfare or unemploy- 
ment compensation recipients， 

Neither study included the 
Tecent wave of immigrants 
refugees from Cuba and Vietnam， 
nor did they differentiate between 
legal and illegal immigrants. One 
study concluded that immigrants 
are a “remarkably good invest- 
ment'" for the US，
